SEMIPSON STATED THAT THE LEAF DUMP OFF IS NOT CHECKING FOR THE CITY STICKERS. DO
WE FEEL THAT THIS AN ISSUE THAT NEEDS TO BE ADDRESSED. DO WE NEED A SIGN THAT
STATES THAT YOU NEED A CITY STICKER TO DROP OFF AT THE LEAF DUMP,

SIMPSON STATED THAT WE HAVE NOT COME TQ ANY AGREEMENT ON THE CITY STICKERS. |

BARGAINING UNITS.

MAYOR STATED THAT OTHER THAN FERRY AND WERTHS, EVERYTHING ELSE IS A 2% INCREASE
FOR THE APPOINTEES ACROSS THE BOARD.
